Jan. I, or at least Dec. 15, as Decem­ 
ber often affords excellent shooting. 
There is much opposition to any ex­ 
tension of the season, however, as 
with the advent of snow and cold 
weather the birds keep closer to­ 
gether than when it is warmer, and 
frequently a dozen ar** huddled into 
one small heap. 
There are many 
pothunters, who it is feared, would 
rather take a shot at ti)** birds hud­ 
dled together on the ground, and 
feel sure of killing several, than the 
sport find chance of wing shooting. 
There is a demand that the deer 
bagged be reduced from three to two 
animals, as in Wisconsin, and Execu­ 
tive Agent S. 
F. Fullerton in his 
biennial report will recommend the 
enactment of the Wisconsin coupon 
syst em. 
Attached to the license for 
hunting deer ar** two coupons. When 
a deer is shot one of the coupons 
must be torn from the license and 
fastened to the carcass, which cali­ 
nut be shipped unless a coupon is at­ 
ta* lied. 
In this way indiscriminate 
killing of deer can be prevented, and 
there rn acheck which renders it cl i Ii * 
cult to evade the law.
